Two new councillors took 
their seats at the county coun¬ 
cil table last week. Coun. 
Gerald Ingerveld and Sheila 
Lochrem were welcomed by 
the incumbents. 

Also, past Reeve, Pat James, 
was re-appointed to the posi¬ 
tion at their organizational 
meeting after elections and 
local councillor, Ian Harvie 
was appointed Deputy Reeve. 


Outstanding taxes 

More than a month and a 
half after the due date of Sept. 
15, there are still $759,000 in 
outstanding taxes in the 
county. Since the last report 
of $1,386 million in October, 
county commissioner Harold 
Johnsrude says some major 
accounts had been collected. 
He also indicated that the ma¬ 
jority of the remainder of out¬ 
standing accounts are big in¬ 
dustrial accounts. 


Carstairs crosswalk 

Common complaints to the 
RCMP from residents of Car- 
stairs concerning the traffic 
problems at the crosswalks in 
front of Hugh Sutherland 
school were brought to county 


council. Residents had re¬ 
quested that stop signs be 
placed on Hwy. 581 on both 
sides of the crosswalk, how¬ 
ever Sgt. Ron Platz indicated 
that he thought this was not 
the best solution, and would 
probably cause more problems. 
Instead, he suggested that the 
council consider installing a 
set of crosswalk lights at the 
intersection in the future. 
Council discussed the idea at 
length, but determined that 
they did not feel either solu¬ 
tion was necessary. Council¬ 
lor for the area, Ben Penner 
said, "Whatever problem that 
exists, it only exists for about 
20 minutes a day." The county 
bylaw enforcement officer, 
Alex McKee is considering low¬ 
ering the speed limit, just be¬ 
fore that area from 80 kilome¬ 
tres an hour to 60 and has 
agreed to provide that area 
with extra coverage to watch 
for violations against the 
school zone speed limit. And 
the county said they encour¬ 
aged the parent patrol pro¬ 
gram being beefed up to help 
handle the problem.

Community members and Canadian 88 Energy Corp. at the Olds 
Gas Plant have formed a Community Advisory Panel (CAP). The 
CAP was formed as a result of the public consultation and 
regulatory activities surrounding the expansion of the Olds Gas 
Plant. In general, the purpose of the CAP is to provide a forum for 
two-way communication between the community and Canadian 88 
and to address concerns on an ongoing basis. 

To date the CAP has met on Aug. 26 and Oct. 16. During these 
meetings the CAP has established its terms of reference and has 
discussed progress towards fulfillment of commitments made by 
Canadian 88 at the Alberta Energy and Utilities Board hearing on 
March 4-5. Future meetings will focus on operations at the Olds 
Gas Plant and the surrounding wells and facilities. The next CAP 
meeting is scheduled for Dec. 4 at the Olds Gas Plant and will 
include a review of the overall plant process flow and establish¬ 
ment of priority issues for dicussion at future meetings. 

Community members of the CAP are Donna Hamilton, Gloria 
Maier, Bruce Boothby, Bill Post, Mary Hays and Dale Kraus. 
Their alternates are Alex Hamilton, Wes Oulton and Jacci Latimer. 
Canadian 88’s members on the CAP are Mike Hawkings at 556- 
3424 and Mike Perlette at 974-8828. In addition to the CAP 
membership the Alberta Energy and Utilities Board, Alberta 
Environmental Protection and representatives from emergency 
planning services at Olds, Didsbury, Carstairs and the County of 
Mountain View have been invited to participate.

who runs all of the senior's 
lodges in the county. Each 
town pays a share of the requi¬ 
sition based on total tax as¬ 
sessment base. Mountain View 
County pays 69.12% of the 
total 1999 requisition. This 
equates to $276, 307. 

However, because of a pro¬ 
jected deficit, each municipal¬ 
ity who share in the costs, will 
pay their share based on as¬ 
sessment. Didsbury's share of 
the 1999 deficit requisition is 
just over $27,000, while Car¬ 
stairs pays almost $16,000 and 
Olds pays almost $59,000 to¬ 
wards the upkeep of the sen¬ 
ior's lodges, one in Olds, one 
in Carstairs and one in 
Sundre. 


Grant promise filled 

The county is soon to see a 
promise made by the province 
fulfilled. They have been in¬ 
formed that the first half a 
special rural transportation 
grant is in the process of being 
sent to them. The second half 
of the grant will be paid de¬ 
pendent on the Mar. 31, finan¬ 
cial position of the province. 
The additional funding for 
rural transportation in the 
amount of $184, 510, will be 
divided among each council¬ 
lors divisional project budg¬ 
ets. 


Dust sensitive 

Coun. Dave Derksen asked 
council to consider laying a 
patch of oil for dust control 
over an 800 foot stretch of the 
Bergen gravel road which runs 
past the airport. He said that 
the dust was getting into some 
of the sensitive flight equip¬ 
ment and causing damage. 
Derksen wanted the funds to 
come out of the general public 
works funds, but agreed that 
a more permanent solution 
would be to chip seal the road 
and take the money out of his 
divisional project budget.

Disaster 

The County Reeve was ap¬ 
pointed to the Disaster Serv¬ 
ices Committee. The reason¬ 
ing is that the Reeve has the 
authority to declare a local 
state of emergency if ever re¬ 
quired, while no one else has 
that power. The recommenda¬ 
tion to council read, "We be¬ 
lieve that the county council 
should have more involvement 
with the Municipal Emergency 
Plan as the potential for dis¬ 
aster does exist in the county." 


Alberta Made ambassa¬ 
dor 

The county agreed to sup¬ 
port the Alberta Made Ambas¬ 
sador Program for the area 
which has appointed Erin 
Murphy as the ambassador for 
the Innisfail/Didsbury region. 
Murphy is a student at Olds 
College and will "become part 
of a network promoting local 
industry, growing markets for 
Alberta farm products, and 
spurring community economic 
activity." She will be guided by 
a coach for the program in 
setting up and executing her 
own marketing plan for the 
area. The county committed 
$125 to Murphy's bursary. 


It's a DARE 

The county has again sup¬ 
ported local RCMP Cst. Myles 
Peckham's attempt to keep the 
Drug Abuse and Resistance 
Education program running 
in the Didsbury schools. 
Peckham indicated in his let¬ 
ter to the county that he would 
like to extend the reach of the 
program this year to the 
schools in Carstairs and 
Cremona. The county commit¬ 
ted $500 to the DARE pro¬ 
gram.

One of the first orders of 
business of the new council 
was to reorganize. Each coun¬ 
cillor is expected to take part 
on any number of committees 
or boards in addition to their 
role as a town councillor. 

The new councillors tried 
to find their area of expertise 
or interest and sign their name 
first, and one of the most 
sought after committees was 
the Corporate Services Com¬ 
mittee which deals with budget 
issues. The representatives 
are Judy Kaupp, Cheryl Dahl, 
Gary Dolha with Don Watt as 
the alternate. 

The Community Services 
Committee, which deals with 
items such as the operation of 
the Memorial Complex, saw 
Peter Versluys, Watt, Gordon 
Quantz and Dolha sign up. 

The Operational Services 
Committee will be served by 
Mayor Ray Lea, Watt, Quantz 
and Dolha. This committee 
deals with the operations in 
the town such as roads, sewer 
and water. 

Dahl and Quantz volun¬ 
teered to serve on the employee 
grievance committee, however 
this committee has almost 
never been assembled and is 
basically a standing commit¬ 
tee. 

Kaupp, who during the elec¬ 
tion outlined her interest in 
the senior's and a future lodge, 
was appointed to the Moun¬ 
tain View Management Board 
on behalf of council, with Gary 
Dolha as the alternate. 

Members of the Environ¬ 
mental Advisory Board are 
Coun. Dolha, Coun. Watt, Bob 
Davidson, Roger Logan, Col¬ 
leen Gustavson, Pauline Wigg, 
Loretta Copeman, and Wes 
Yeoman. 

Coun. Watt was appointed 
to the Mountain View Regional 
Water Services Commission, 
with Coun. Quantz as the al¬ 
ternate. 

Coun. Quantz will also 
serve as the council member of 


the Olds/Didsbury Airport 
Commission with Coun. Watt 
as alternate. Other representa¬ 
tives on behalf of the town are 
Russ Croft and Bernie Kaupp. 

One of the most important 
commissions to the future of 
Didsbury is the Municipal 
Planning Commission, there¬ 
fore five members of council 
are required to serve on that 
board.

The Development appeal 
board must be made up of the 
two councillors who are not 
serving on the MPC, therefore 
Mayor Ray Lea, and Coun. 
Quantz will serve in that ca¬ 
pacity. 

Coun. Kaupp will be coun¬ 
cil's representative of the Mu¬ 
nicipal Library Board and she 
will serve along with members 
of the public, Inez Kosinski, 
Texaleen Prokopetz, Judy 
McKetiak, Nick Johnsson, 
Denise Miller, Alice Bramley 
and librarian Mark Fischer. 

As the Olds/Didsbury Sen¬ 
ior's Games approaches 
quickly it was important to 
have a council representative 
on the board, this representa¬ 
tive will be Coun. Quantz. 

If you plan to appeal your 
assessment, you will be facing 
Coun. Watt, Dahl, Kaupp and 
Quantz who were appointed to 
the Assessment Appeal Board. 

Two members of council are 
required to serve on the Tour¬ 
ism and Economic Develop¬ 
ment Board. Those will be 
Mayor Lea, and Coun. Quantz. 
The members-at-large on this 
board are Myrna Grimmon, 
Bill Cowan, Bert Speer, Claude 
Baril, Rick Lilly, Mark Baron 
and Vance van Dam.

The Disaster Services Com¬ 
mittee is comprised of Robert 
Wright, Wes Yeoman, Rhonda 
Hunter and council representa¬ 
tive, Coun.

It was 
felt that this time and day would 
reduce the time conflicts for 
many of the councillors. 


Cemetery supervision 

The Didsbury Youth Justice 
Committee sentenced a young¬ 
ster who vandalized the Dids¬ 
bury Cemetery to serve hours 
taking care of the location. How¬ 
ever, there was not any of the 
required supervision. This type 
of instance often happens in 
these cases, and the committee 
requested that the town not only 
fund $210 for supervision at the 
cemetery, but that they also 
fund future such cases. The 
funds will come out of the Fam¬ 
ily and Community Support 
Services grant money. 


Violence prevention pro¬ 
gram 

The Canadian Red Cross So¬ 
ciety requested $165 from FCSS 
dollars to run a Relationship 
Violence Prevention Program 
at Didsbury Outreach High 
School. The council approved 
the grants, as well as an addi¬ 
tional $165 for a future pro¬ 
gram at Didsbury High School.

The enrol¬ 
ment has increased, and the 
staff has decreased. The funds 
that were requested were to 
cover the costs of a health snack 
program, the construction of a 
coat rack, a computer desk, and 
some staff training and educa¬ 
tion. The council agreed to re¬ 
lease an additional $2600 to 
JDFF. 


Club costs 

The Didsbury Boys and Girls 
Club was approved for about $36 
out of the Family and Commu¬ 
nity Support Services budget for 
initial start up costs.

The occupancy during the 
summer months at Rosebud Cam¬ 
pground continues to soar. 
Gordon and Rosemary Hancock 
have submitted their final 
monthly report for 1998, and it 
shows that for this year revenue 
at the campground was more 
than $24,000. This is $6000 over 
what was in the town's budget 
and double what was brought in 
1996. 

The campground actually 
stayed open a few weeks longer 
into the fall and winter months 
this year due to favorable 
weather.

Land being sold

Second Sundre seizure 

On Oct. 29, Sundre RCMP and Red Deer Sub-division Drug 
Section executed a search warrant at a residence located 
approximately 23 km north east of Sundre. An indoor marihuana 
growing operation was dismantled and 2,002 marihuana plants 
of different stages of growth were seized. The seizure had a 
potential street value of approximately $3 million. 

Bertrand Roland Gaudet, 37, of Edmonton was the sole 
occupant and was arrested and charged with possession of 
marihuana for the purpose of trafficking, cultivation of 
marihuana and theft of electricity over $5,000. 

He was remanded into custody and appeared in Red Deer 
Provincial Court on Oct. 30. 

This is the second largest marihuana seizure in the Sundre 
area in the past eight days. On Oct. 21, another indoor 
marihuana growing operation was dismantled approximately 
25 km north west of Sundre and 1,004 plants were seized, with 
an approximate street value of $1.5 million. During this raid, 
Daniel Francis Maunder of no fixed address was arrested and 
charged with various drug related offences. These matters are 
presently before the Courts.

Allan Rock continu¬ 
ally defended Bill C-68 by stat¬ 
ing one woman is shot every 
six days. This statistic pales 
in comparison to those for 
breast cancer. Every two 
hours someone's mother, sis¬ 
ter, daughter or wife dies of 
breast cancer. Funding re¬ 
search to help prevent and 
combat this and other forms 
of cancer has the potential to 
save many more lives than the 
firearms registry and yet, the 
government has made the reg¬ 
istry, not health care a prior¬ 
ity. 

On Sept. 22, I joined with 
responsible firearm owners 
on Parliament Hill in their 
challenge to the Minister of 
Justice and other proponents 
of Bill C-68 to face Canadians 
and unequivocally state that 
the millions of dollars being 
spent on the firearms registry 
will save more lives than if the 
money were directed to cancer 
research or other health ini¬ 
tiatives.

Notes from Nigeria 


Dan and Janet Snyder are Didsburians who are missionaries in Nigeria. They are working at a school 
in Jos, Nigeria for the Evangelical Missionary Church of Canada, and Dan is teaching math and English, 
while Janet runs the library for the whole school. Both have been in the country periodically doing the 
mission work since the late 70s. The couple met while working in Nigeria and married in December 1995. 
Their latest excursion set out on May 15 this year and they will return to Didsbury in May of2000 for a 
three month furlough. They will return to Nigeria and will remain there until 2006. The Snyders send 
weekly letters to their family telling about their day to day experiences, and we at the Review believe it will 
be of interest to our readers. 


Sunday, October 25 

Dear friends. 

This week we've seen rain at 
some unusual times, like 2:30 in 
the morning. During rainy sea¬ 
son most of the rains are in the 
afternoon, but at the end of the 
rainy season they come at odd 
times. Also we observed dust in 
the air. The Sahara Desert is not 
that far away and we get dust 
from it when the cool breeze 
blows out way. This wind is called 
"harmattan." The dust in the air 
is another sign that the rainy 
season is over. 

The big event this week was 
the Connections lock-in Friday 
night and Saturday morning. We 
and four other brave (foolish) 
adults spent the night with about 
65 Middle Schoolers playing 
games like Capture the Flag and 
volleyball or indoor soccer, do¬ 
ing pencil and paper games like 
word searches and making words 
from "Sennecharib," and eating 
snacks at 11:30 p.m. and 3 a.m. 
We also had devotions, watch a 
video (Flubber) and had a scav¬ 
enger hunt. At 6:30 a.m. we had 
the students clean everything 
up and at 7 a.m. we gave them a 
breakfast of sweet rolls and hot 
tea. By 7:30 a.m. most of them 
were picked up by their parents. 

This is the big Connections 
event for the semester. Janet 
spent hours preparing for it. For 
some of the 6th graders, it was 
the first time they had stayed up 
all night. By 4 a.m. some were 
complaining about not feeling 
well. They were so exhausted 
they could hardly walk straight. 
But would they go to sleep? No, 
they were too afraid they would 
miss something. We had two 
classrooms set up for sleeping, 
one for boys and one for girls. 
They were virtually unused un¬ 
til five in the morning when it 
began to get light. Some of the 
kids could not stay awake any 
longer and stumbled upstairs to 
sleep. 

We always plan to show the 
movie in the early morning 
hours, just to give some of them 
a chance to wind down and get 
some rest. Many who went to see 
the movie did not see more than 
the first 15 minutes. As soon as 
they stopped in one place long 
enough they were out. Some 
didn't wake up until it was time 
to clean up and put the desks 
back in order. 

We both enjoyed the time and 
had fun, but about eight o'clock 
Saturday morning we were 
thinking that we were getting 
too old for these kinds of things. 
I am not sure the kids faired any 
better though. We talked to sev¬ 
eral kids and their parents on 
Sunday at church. All the kids 
reported that they spent most of 
Saturday in bed and were still 
feeling tired on Sunday. All the 
parents reported that their kids 


had a great time even though 
they were exhausted. From all 
reports it was a successful night. 

We have done this several 
times before (five or six times). 
Two things stand out this year. 

1. This was the fastest the night 
has passed. When we would look 
at our watches we couldn't be¬ 
lieve how much time had passed. 

2. We had the least amount of 
problems and bad attitudes than 
we have ever had. A few of the 
Grade 8 boys thought they were 
too cool for a couple of the activi¬ 
ties, but once they got involved 
with them, enjoyed themselves. 
No one got sick or hurt. We know 
that many people were praying 
for us and we praise the Lord for 
how graciously he has answered. 

The question comes, will we 
do it again? Don't ask us this 
week or even this month, but if 
you ask us again at the begin¬ 
ning of the next school year, the 
answer will probably be yes. We 
enjoy the kids. They are wonder¬ 
ful creations of God, with all the 
insecurities, moodiness, laugh¬ 
ter, energy and enthusiasm of 
pre-teen and early teen kids. 
Some of the things they do or say 


make you want to either shake 
your head in wonder or just burst 
out laughing, and we both did 
many times during the night. 
When they see us in a different 
role and we have an opportunity 
to build a relationship with them, 
to put our arm around them, to 
say an encouraging word, to see 
them grow and mature so that 
they are encouraging each other, 
the loss of a few hours sleep 
seems very insignificant.

2. Melt margarine (3 tbsp) in large bowl of 2 cups boiling water, 2 tsp. salt and 3 tbsp. 
sugar. 

3. Cool margarine mixture, then add 2 cups flour and beat mixture until veiy smooth and 
creamy (5 minutes). 

4. Add yeast mixture, 3 eggs and 3 1/4 cups more flour. Continue beating until dough is 
very smooth (dough will be soft). 

5. Cover and let stand in a warm place to rise until doubled (1 hour). 

6. While dough is rising, melt 1/3 cup margarine in a flat pan; set aside to cool. 

7. In a flat dish, mix 1 cup sugar and cinnamon. 

8. Turn raised dough onto lightly floured surface and let set 5-10 minutes to "firm up." 

9. Cut the dough into pieces about the size of an orange. 

10. Dip each piece of dough into melted margarine and then cinnamon mixture. Stretch 
the dough to 4-5" long and form into a knot. 

11. Place the knots side by side in a 9"xl2''xl2" pan (be sure the pan is 2" deep and each 
bun has a 3" square to rise). 

12. Let buns rise for 45 minutes.

From George Fox to 
Shania Twain, Canada has 
seen many musicians hit 
it big both here and inter¬ 
nationally. 

So, with all these great 
singers, why wouldn't the 
next logical step be a Ca¬ 
nadian Country Music 
Hall of Fame? 

Gary Buck, a Canadian 
talent who has become a 

producer here and in the US and has now settled in Dids¬ 
bury, is the mastermind behind the Country Music Hall of 
Fame (CMHF). 

The CMHF has been around for a few years. It started out 
in Hamilton, ON and then moved to Swift Current, SK. It 
will now have a permanent home in Stampede Park in 
Calgary. 

Buck was looking for a way to display Canadian country 
music exhibits and to give our talented musicians the recog¬ 
nition that they so deserve. He came up with the CMHF idea 
years ago, and is now finally bringing the project to a close. 

"Country music fans across Canada would soon have a 
first class attraction where they could view Canada's rich 
heritage in country music," Buck said, in an interview with 
the Calgary Sun. 

Buck has been involved in country music for the past few 
decades, starting out as a singer and now having moved on to 
producing records. Buck has had over 60 singles released, 
the most memorable being 1963's "Happy to be Unhappy," 
which reached #1 on the US charts. 

He's also performed on some of the top stages in country 
music, like the Grande Ole Opry, the Ralph Emery Show and 
the Ian Tyson Show. 

Buck has recently released another album called "Gary 
Buck: Western Swing and Country." 

The Country Music Hall of Fame should be opening its 
doors sometime this month in Stampede Park, and will 
definitely be a hit at the 1999 Calgary Stampede and Exhi¬ 
bition.

Agricore, the new Canadian 
agribusiness created by the 
merger of Alberta Pool (AP) and 
Manitoba Pool Elevators (MPE) 
became a legal entity on Nov. 1.

Hot tips for winter: Save energy, save money 


In light of Energy Awareness 
Week, TransAlta would like to 
share a number of tips and help¬ 
ful hints with consumers to re¬ 
duce energy consumption and 
their electricity bill. 

Winter is fast approaching and 
with the cold weather comes over¬ 
worked furnaces and drafts. 
"Cracks and leaks in your house 
can account for one third of the 
total heat loss in an average 
home," said Randy Sontag, 
TransAlta's resident energy effi¬ 
ciency expert. "If you add it up, 
the leaks around doors and win¬ 
dows in an average house can 
equal the size of a small window 
being open all winter. Sealing up 
these leaks is one of the most cost 
effective ways not only to reduce 
your energy costs, but also to 
improve the comfort levels in 
your home." 

As well, there are a couple of 
ways you can reduce the electric¬ 
ity used when plugging in your 
car in the winter. By purchasing 
a block heater timer you control 
when the power comes on to heat 
the engine of your car. In addi¬ 
tion to this, installing a power 


saver cord will automatically cut 
off electricity when the engine is 
warmed up. 

There are some simple actions 
consumers can do on a regular 
basis to make sure they are using 
electricity wisely and reducing 
their electricity bill. It's easy to 
be energy-wise. 

Energy saving tips for your 
appliances: 

• Purchasing new appliances? 
Check the Energuide label to 
ensure yours is the most energy 
efficient. 

• Keep freezer as full as possi¬ 
ble - at least two-thirds full. The 
less you have in it, the more it 
has to work to keep it cold. If it's 
getting low, fill it with ice cream 
buckets of cold water to help fill 
up space and maintain the tem¬ 
perature. Empty freezers work 
harder to maintain cold tempera¬ 
tures. 

• Run the water in the sink 
until it is hot before you hook up 
your dishwasher. This reduces 
the load on the electric heating 
element inside. Use the economy 
cycles. They consume approxi¬ 
mately one-third of the power 


that regular cycles use. Open the 
dishwasher after last rinse cycle 
and let the air in the kitchen dry 
your dishes (a dishwasher uses 
most of its electricity in the dry¬ 
ing not the washing cycle). 

• Purchase a block heater 
timer control to control when 
the power comes on. In addition 
to this, install a power saver cord 
which automatically cuts off elec¬ 
tricity when the engine is warmed 
up. 

• Check that the doors seals 
on your refrigerator have a tight 
fit. Check the temperature in¬ 
side. Set the temperature inside 
the refrigerator at 3 degrees C 
(38 degrees F) and -18 degrees C 
(0 degrees F). 

• Reduce heat loss by insulat¬ 
ing hot water lines and tanks. 

• Keep waterbeds covered with 
heavy blankets at all times. 

• Consider installing lower 
wattage light bulbs or compact 
fluorescent lights in areas that 
are on for more than three hours 
per day. 

• Replace flexible ducting from 
dryers. This type of ducting is 
very restrictive to air flow. Chang¬ 


ing over to smooth walled metal 
ducting can reduce drying to time 
by up to 40%. 

• Use smaller appliances such 
as toaster ovens, crockpots and 
microwave ovens. They use less 
energy. It takes 18 times more 
electricity to bake a potato in a 
regular oven than in a micro- 
wave. 

Furnaces: Have your furnace 
tuned up every two years by a 
qualified technician. Regular 
tune-ups will pay for themselves 
in energy savings and life expect¬ 
ancies of your furnace. 

Check the exhaust vent: Once 
a year, shine a strong flashlight 
up the vent to look for any block¬ 
ages. Also look for corrosion, 
dents in the vent and deterio¬ 
rated aluminium tape because 
these problems mean your fur¬ 
nace may not be working at peak 
efficiency. 

Furnace filters: Once a month 
during the heating season, change 
the air filter to ensure maximum 
blower efficiency and minimum 
duct resistance. If you own an 
electronic filter, clean it regu¬ 
larly. Vacuum all register grills 


often to remove accumulated 
dirt. 

Check the motor and blower: 
Once a year, oil the motor at the 
specified locations with a cou¬ 
ple of drops of oil. Make sure 
the blower bearings are kept 
greased. Clean the blower blades 
to remove any grime. And check 
the tension on the drive belt 
between the motor and the 
blower. Make sure the power is 
turned off when you are per¬ 
forming these operations. 

Other winter tips: 

• Caulk and weather-strip 
windows and doors to eliminate 
air leakage. 

• Open drapes, move furni¬ 
ture or objects blocking regis¬ 
ters to improve circulation of 
air and decrease condensation.

Beef Grading Agency 


Since its inception two and a 
half years ago, the Canadian 
Beef Grading Agency (CBGA) 
has been a success story in pri¬ 
vatization. Now the agency has 
stepped into a new service. 
Brand certification could be the 
wave of the future says General 
Manager Cindy Delaloye. 

"Typically, the Agency serv¬ 
ice to the industry is assessing 
carcass grades but now people 
are getting interested in brand 
certification which gives the con¬ 


sumer more confidence,” states 
Delaloye. "If a third party helps 
certify that product, it gives 
consumers even greater confi¬ 
dence." 

The Agency currently has one 
contract, certifying the Sterling 
Silver Beef product for Cargill. 
Now the purebred cattle indus¬ 
try is heading in the same direc¬ 
tion. 

Delaloye reports discussions 
have started with the Canadian 
Hereford Association. 


"This brings in a whole new 
area identifying the color of the 
hide which will be tough for us 
to do as a grading agency. They 
will want their product certified 
so that when they select those 
cattle, they are of the high qual¬ 
ity that they want to go into 


boxes with their name on it." 

The Canadian Angus Asso¬ 
ciation currently has their own 
program for a branded product. 
However, because they're con¬ 
sidering refinements, Delaloye 
says her group might get in¬ 
volved in the program. 


She adds that if Canada fol¬ 
lows the trend in the United 
States, certified beef will be the 
wave of the future. The United 
States Department of Agricul¬ 
ture is currently involved in 
over 16 brand certification pro¬ 
grams.

Save your hide! 


Alberta is a unique province 
with an incredible diversity of 
habitat and wildlife. Big game 
hunters across the province en¬ 
joy some of the best opportuni¬ 
ties left in North America. Lib¬ 
eral seasons, multiple species 
and lots of game make our prov¬ 
ince an outdoor paradise. We 
can only hope that the opportu¬ 
nities and diversity will be 
maintained well into the future, 
so that the next generations can 
experience and enjoy the re¬ 
newable resources the way we 
have. 

The Alberta Fish and Game 
Association developed their 
Wildlife Trust Fund over a dec¬ 
ade ago to try and ensure that 
our wildlife will have a future 
in Alberta. The Wildlife Trust 
Fund was developed to pur¬ 
chase and retain critical habi¬ 
tats for fish and wildlife 
throughout the province. To 
date there are over 27,000 acres 
of critical habitat set aside. 
Money for the fund comes from 
a number of sources including 
donations, raffles, special club 
events and the hide collection 
program. 

The largest single source of 
funds comes from the Hide Col¬ 
lection Program. Successful big 
game hunters are asked to do¬ 
nate hides from deer, elk, and 
moose to the program. The 


hides are then sold and funds 
raised are used to purchase 
more habitat. It is a great way 
to fully utilize a resource and 
ensure that it will be renew¬ 
able. There are over 80 collec¬ 
tion depots set up in the prov¬ 
ince that allow sportsmen from 
all communities to donate. The 
depots are run by volunteers 
that ensure that the program 
continues to grow and be a suc¬ 
cess. 

Every hunter that donates a 
hide is asked to fill out a ballot 
for a draw. Three complete rifle 
packages are given away every 
year to lucky individuals that 
participate in the program. The 
more hides that you donate, the 
better your chances of winning. 
However, the real winners are 
the fish and wildlife of the prov¬ 
ince, that will continue to have 
access to good quality habitat. 
In fact, some of the properties 
are proving to be crucial to the 
survival of specific populations. 

To date the Trust Fund has 
purchased 30 properties com¬ 
prising over 27,000 acres. In 
order to continue with the pur¬ 
chase program and managing 
existing properties, we need 
more hides.

Successful 
hunters have the opportunity 
to donate their hides to the Al¬ 
berta Fish and Game Associa¬ 
tion, with all funds raised be¬ 
ing specifically earmarked for 
the Wildlife Trust Fund. Keep¬ 
ing within the objectives of the 
Wildlife Trust Fund, proceeds 
from the sale of hides will be 
used to acquire critical wildlife 
habitat throughout Alberta. By 
donating hides to the program, 
sportsmen continue to put back 
into the resource.
